The affair which occurred m the harbour 
of Toulon, in the spring of 1521, when, in 
firing a salute in honor of the French Kirg» 
birth dav, some shot from the United Statxs 
trngate United States, struck the French 
Admiral's ship, and killed one or two men— 
made some nore at the time—but 1s now 
scarcely remembered—except as one of 
those accidents which often occur in naval 
experience, and which the strictest disein- 
line and the most cautious visilance may 
not alway» prevent. The first heatenintis 
always considered responsible for the disci- 
pline ol the sinp; but much of that respon- 
sibility mist be, if we may so express it, 
merely techmical, there are many minute 
detans, in reftrence to which the most vigie 
lant aod competent offeer must rely upon 


subordinates, who may not always be trust- ı 


worthy; anda siizht acelectin the e details 
inay derange, for the moment, the best con- 
ceived plan, and produce events as serious 
as that which occurred at Toulon. It was 
the loss of life, and not the intrequency of 
the enormity of the accident at Poulon, that 
gave it an air of national importance; for 


such things have occurred more than once 


before, as well in our service as in the na- 


val service of other countnes, without e xer 
ting remark beyond the spot where it bap- 
pened.

REPORT: | 

By an act of the Legislature, approved 15th Nov. 
1833, it was made the duty of the Auditor, to make out 
a complete transcript of all military bounty lands that 
had, previous to the first of December, 1833; been 
striick off to the Territory, for five years and upwards: 
and to advertise the said lands for sale, at Little Rock, 
on the first Monday of October, 1834. In coxformity 
with this act, sixteen hundred and fifty-five tracts were 
advertised for sale, in each of the newspapers published 
in the Territory, and in “The Globe,” a newspaper 
published in Washington City; of which- number nine 
tracts were redeemed previous to the sale.’ The amount

The pregent 
Auditor cannot aticount for this; but supposes that it 
would be to the interest of the Territory, if some provi- 
sion were made to reinstate the office with those lists, if

It would be well to have all those lands which were 
strick off to the Territory, prior to 1833, registered in 
a book, which would require considerable labor; there- 
fore some provision should be made for that purpose ;

We have reluctantly ar- 
rived at this conclusion, but such is our prea 


sent impression. The Northern and West- 
ern sectidh of our Territory is now arrayed 
against the South and East. rating feel- 
ings of the utmost bitterness have sprung up, 
which may jeopardise the best interests of 
Arkansas. The question is; whether the 
slave pepulation shall be represented in Con- 
vention, and a most unfortunate question it 
is. The very few anti-State membérs in the 
Legislature, have acted on the|principle “di- 
vide and conquer,’’—and truly victory seéms 
likely to be thé result: 
"For ourself, we régret thé d¢curFénce; and 
cannot but think that the Legislature arérisk- 
ing the greater; to attain the less ends The 
question whether the North or the South are
